
REMARKS 
Rejections of and Objections to the Claims 

Claims 1 through 13 are pending in the subject patent application. Claims 1 
through 8 and 10 through 13 have been rejected. Claim 9 has been objected to as being 
dependent on a rejected base claim. Accordingly, claims 1 through 8 and 10 through 13 
have been cancelled, and claim 9 has been amended to overcome the formal grounds of 
objection. Specifically, claim 9 has been amended to incorporate all of the limitations of 
the base claim therein. No other limitations have been added to claim 9. 

Objections to the Drawings 

The Official Draftsman has objected to the drawings on the basis of informalities. 
Attorney for Applicant acknowledges the aforementioned informalities, and they will be 
appropriately amended upon receipt of the Notice of Allowability. 

The Applicant respectfully submits that claim 9 is patentable, and that the 
application is now in a condition for allowance. An early Notice of Allowance is 
respectfiilly requested.
